Then we have also the auxiliary 
firemen and police, the air-raid 
wardens, the casualty services and 
all that great army of volunteers, 
most of them part-time, unpaid 
workers, who form a central ‘part 
of our system of civil defense.

My point is that this demand 
for labor, for the purposes of 
armaments, is going to make it 
impossible for them at the same 
time to be producing civilian 
goods in the quantities which we 
have enjoyed hitherto.

stitute conscription ‘of wealth, 
would be still further increased. 
Well, that prediction was fulfilled 
when my heavy-handed colleague, 
last September, placed his little 
finger upon the shoulder of. the 
income tax payer, and we fiave 
been getting at the income tax 
payer in other and more indirect. 
ways, too. 

Our system of.tax collecting has 
gone a long way to prevent any 
Umreasonable profits being made 
out of armaments, and if such 
profits, whether reasonable or un- 
reasonable, could still be made out 
of, let us say, increased output, 
well, then, there seems little hope 
of profit in a good part of them. 
Rationing Extension 

Rationing began yesterday with 
certain articles of food, our sup- 
plies of which we draw largely 
from abroad. We are planning to 


add meat to the list before long, 


and while there is no reason to 
suppose that the country will have 
to go short of anything which is 
necessary for health or for ef- 
ficiency, we shall not-hesitate to 
add to the list of ration commodi- 
ties if the necessity for that be- 
Comes apparent... 
What the government is trying 


to show is that in this democratic © 


country, with the assent of the peo- 
ple, we can make and carry out all 


the plans which are necessary to 


win victory. 
-If we are to be able fo preserve 
our standards which we have built 
up over so many years after the 
war, we must first win the victory 
and, to do that, we must be con- 
tent for a time perhaps to accept 
temporary restrictions and controls 
which are imposed in the interests 
of us all, 

Ladies and géntlemen, it is not 
easy to bring together all the fac- 
tors that have to be considered by 


| 


of the fighting forces; there is the 
purchase of what we require over- 
seas and its transport in ships by 
the shortest routes; there is the 
development of our exports in or- 
der to pay for our imports; there 
is the stifling of German trade 
without undue interference with: 
the neutrals; there is the control 
of production and of the import 
of unnecessary goods and luxuries; 
the regulation of prices; the avoid- 
ance of the vicious spiral—all 
these things have got to be taken 
intomaccount and decisions have to 
be made in the light of that re- 
view. 

What I want the country to re- 
alize then is that the war is going 
on every day, although in a form 
which is unfamiliar, and that 
every restriction which they are 
asked to accept is just one part of 
the general plan for securing the | 
victory in the shortest possible 
time. Therefore, if you find that | 
you can’t buy the woolen goods 
that you have been accustomed to 
—well, remember that wool is 
wanted for the clothing of the | 
army. If you are asked to lessen | 
your consumption of bacon or | 
Sugar remember that you are | 
making available space in ships 
which can be used for iron ore or 
machine tools. If you are asked 
to put your surplus into saving 
certificates instead of spending 
it remember.that you are giving 
a helping hand to the Chancellor 


in his herculean task of finding 
the wherewithal to pay for un- 
precedented expenditure upon mu- 
nitions. 

And we passed the prices-of- 
goods bill, which is designed to 
prevent profiteering in commodi- 
ties; and s0;‘already the wealthy 
classes have suffered a very heavy 
reduction in their income, and we 
have left them mighty little 
ey em of being able to increase 
t again.

The French High Command made 
no mention of the artillery engage- 
ment reported by these sources, 
using exact words in both its morn- 
ing and night communiqués: ‘‘Noth- 
ing to report.’’
